with the coal plant. 


The Merrimack Plant needs 400 
acres vd produce 450 megawatts. 
The plant stores coal on Moun- 
tains, while using 100 railroad 
ears of coal every three days for 
fuel. The coal dust settles around 
the plant drom wind blowing over 
open piles and loading docks. The 
317 foot smoke stack at the Mer- 
Fimack plant is equipped with a 
precipitator to remove some par- 
ticles from the air, The pretipita- 
tor passes an electric current be- 
tween two devices in the stack and 
collects polluted particles. At the 
Merrimack plant there is not a° 
scrubber to take care of the ppl- 
Jution, which the Sears Island 
plant would have. 


The cost per kilowatt hour is 
cheaper for nuclear power use 
than for coal-fired electricity. An- 
other concern is the “greenhouse 
effect” if too many coal plants 


‘are built. The greenhouse effect 


results when gases released in the 

burning of coal form a layer in 

the atmosphere which lets sun-
